quited witb success ! Tbis, bowever, is ratber to be deplored 
tban wondered at, wben Consolation is looked for in tbings too 
vain and too evanescent for its fruition. Like Solomon, ere 

tbe ligbt of tbe Divine guidance had dawned upon bis erring 
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footsteps, men hope to find it in pleasure, or in wine, or in 
riches, or in other transitory gratifications; and disappointment 
is the result. " Vanity and vexation of spirit " reprove the 
futihty of their unwearied seekings; hut Consolation, imparting 
that peace which the world fails to give, is not theirs. 

Yet the reality of Consolation is of no difiicult attainment ;

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PROMISE. 

Exceeding great and precious Promises. — 2 Peter i. 4 . 

Promise, like hope, indicates happiness in reserve ; with 
this distinction, — ^hope believes in coming good. Promise gives 
surety for its realisation. There is a difference between the 
Promises of man and the Promises of Grod ; the latter are 
anchors of salvation which no tide can shift from their moor- 
ings in the Christian soul ; the former are illusory beacons, 
by following the track of which, many a heart has been 
wrecked; and sunk, — overwhelmed by disappointment and 
despair. Even in those exceptional cases where mortal 
Promise does not belie itself, what is the vaunted produce? 
Hollow and dream-like fabrics, which a breath may prostrate^ 
which are not proof i^ainst the levelling influences of affliction 
and death. Earthly Promise in its unsatisfactory issue 
shews its feeble origin ; yet it is an oracle implicitly trusted 
by many, who, with strange and wilful fatuity, ignore the 
never-waning resplendence of Divine Promise. 

Promise, in its more subliine sense, is frequently referred to 

in the Scriptures as identical with eternal life, and, maturely 
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considered from this pointy is it possible that the glorious pros- 
pect of being " heirs of salvation " can be viewed with indif- 
ference by Christian Believers ? Most emphatically we are re- 
minded by one of the inspired exponents of God's Holy Word 
that " This is the Promise that he hath promised os^ even 
eternal life." * And be it ever remembered, that this gracious 
assurance^ as coming from our Heavenly Father, is one that 
can never fail, and is the grandest pillar of our faith. In 
homely, but clear and forcible language, St. Paul proclaims the 
unutterable truth on which the Promises of God are based : — 
" Eternal life, which God, that cannot lie, promised before the 
world began."f Such are the promises of God — what can the 
whole universe offer in comparison with the least of them ? 
Who but God can make such Promises — ^who but God can, in 
the fulness of his mercy, vouchsafe their blessed accomplish- 
ment to the souls of his servants ? 

May all who have experienced the valueless character of 
mortal Promise, may all who yearn for a faith at once firm 
and consolatory, seek in the volume of Holy Writ for those 
unfading Promises, belief in which, we are told on divine 
authority, will confer on us the sacred privilege of being ''heiis 
of God, and joint heirs with Christ." J
